So what's the “Theory”? 


According to the theory of evolution, every living thing 
evolved from a single-celled organism which arose by 
chance from non-living matter and, ultimately, we humans 
are said to have descended from an ape-like creature. We 
are similar in many respects to the apes, and evolutionists 
argue, therefore, that we must have evolved from a common 
ancestor. Rejecting the alternative—a common designer/ 
creator—evolutionists support their position by citing 

such things as DNA similarities, natural selection, genetic 
mutations and claimed transitional fossils.

~ evolution and reject the existence of God. Science has given 
us many beneficial things and, as a result, today’s scientists 
are held in high esteem. However, the type of science that 
be tries to determine what happened in the distant past, is 
very different from the testable, repeatable, and falsifiable 
scientific research that has given us such things as personal 
computers and modern medicines. The study of the past is 
much.more reliant on unproven assumptions that cannot 
be tested. The surviving evidence from the past, such as ° 
fossils, rock strata etc—the things that can be seen, touched 
_and tested—are inevitably interpreted in accordance with 
one's beliefs about the past. This is understandable, but 
please be aware that interpretations are just interpretations, 
not established scientific facts. Belief in evolution is not, 
therefore, simply an acceptance of known facts, as many 
atheistic evolutionists would have us believe. The role that 
evolutionary beliefs play in arriving at their conclusions are 
either not mentioned at all or are quickly passed overwhen 
— ~~-presenting the interpretatidns to the public?“

The Age of the Dinosaurs? 


We hear and see it everywhere. In newspapers, television 
documentaries, museum displays, school textbooks and 

even in picture books for toddlers, the message is unrelenting: 
millions of years ago there was an ‘age of dinosaurs’, but they 
became extinct long before man appeared on this planet. But 
is this true? 


Scientists often attempt to reconstruct what they define as 
‘pre-history’ on the basis of fossil evidence. Evolution theory 
posits that sedimentary rock layers around the world were 
deposited over a very long time—millions of years. Thus, 
looking at the ‘progression’ of fossils from the lowest layers to 
the upnermost layers, they envisage the order of evolutionary 
appearance and 
extinction over 
eons of time. But 
is this idea correct?

When it comes to 

working out what happened in the past, science is somewhat 
limited. Evolutionary palaeontologists, biologists and 
anthropologists are at an enormous disadvantage in trying 

to reconstruct history without reference to an eyewitness 
account. Observations made in the present are used to make 
inferences about the past, but these inferences often require a 
great deal of guesswork. 


The further in the past the event being studied, the more 
guesswork, and the more room there is for non-scientific 
factors to influence the conclusions—factors such as the 
beliefs or world-view of the scientist. What may be presented 
as ‘science’ regarding the past may be little more 

than the scientist's own opinion. 


So which belief/world 
-view fits best with the 
available evidence? 


The Bible claims to provide 

an eyewitness account of history 

from the very beginning. If this 

is true, then the dinosaur fossil 

evidence ought to make much 

better sense from the perspective of 
biblical history (with the Earth being only 
thousands—not millions of years old) 
than from the perspective of evolution 
theory - Let's see if it does... 


Numerous ‘fossi! graveyards’ have been found such as 
the one in Patagonia, South America, which contains a great 
many dinosaur fossils. Some of these are of very large creatures 
indeed, such as the T. rex-like Giganotosaurus, measuring up 

to 14 m (47 ft) long. Many small dinosaurs are found there too. 
But whether big or small, the excellent preservation of many of 
these fossils is amazing. What caused this remarkable degree 
of preservation? 


The Bible speaks of a cataclysmic global flood around 4,500 

years ago. Multiple layers of water-borne sediments, now 

hardened into rock, all over the world, are powerful evidence of 
the geography-rearranging forces 
at work during that Flood. 


These sedimentary rock layers 
contain billions of fossils, with 
many of them so well-preserved 
that those creatures must have 
been buried quickly under loads of 
sediment. Neither scavengers nor 
the ravages of oxygen-facilitated 
decay have left their mark. 


Seven fossilized dinosaurs, all identified as being of one species, 
Mapusaurus roseae, found in a single deposit in Patagonia, 
‘showed no sign of disease, so the animals were apparently 
victims of some catastrophic event.” 


Evidence of rapid burial is often unmistakeable. Fossilised 
footprints, for example, are often uncovered in a remarkable 
state of preservation, such as those left by a sauropod dinosaur 
in Oxfordshire, England.? These must have been completely 
buried very soon after they had been made. 


Dinosaurian challenges to evolution 


The standard evolutionary interpretation of the fossil bearing 
rock strata, (which puts millions of years between the layers), 
says that grasses (found in upper layers) did not evolve until 
around 10 million years after the extinction of the dinosaurs 
(found in lower layers). Yet researchers have discovered the 
remains of at least five types of grasses in fossilized dinosaur 
dung. 


This obviously casts serious doubt upon evolutionary beliefs, 
but fits well with the Bible’s account of the Flood that would 
have deposited the separate rock layers within a very short 
time of each other. 


hardly any plant fossils, yet some of these creatures 
(particularly the large herbivores) would have needed huge 
amounts of vegetation to feed on. The dinosaur-bearing 
strata are better explained by sediments that have been 
washed into place and hardened around dinosaurs which 
perished during the global flood—and not, as evolutionary 
theory would indicate, a buried dinosaurian ‘age’. 


Dinosaur bones - not millions of 
years old! 


Many dinosaur fossils are not completely mineralized—in 
fact, dinosaur bones with blood cells, well preserved 
proteins and soft tissue such as blood vessels have been 
found. 


Dr Mary Schweitzer, one of the researchers involved in 
the discovery of dinosaur blood cells, recounts how she 
noticed that a T. rex skeleton (from Hell Creek, Montana) 
had a distinctly cadaverous odour. But so ingrained is 
the notion among palaeontologists that dinosaur bones 
must be millions of years old, the ‘smell of death’ didn't 
even register with them—despite the evidence being 
right under their noses.* This is enormously confronting 
for evolutionists: how could such bones possibly be 
millions years old? 


The evidence indicates that dinosaur fossils are not a 
record of evolution and extinction over a millions-of- 
years time frame, but rather a legacy of burial in the 
global flood (around 4,500 years ago) and its aftermath.
